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ANNUAL    GIVING   REPLACES   DUES 


An  exciting  train  of  events  was 
touched  off  at  tile  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association  on  June  2,  when  major 
changes  in  association  structure  and 
operation  were  approved  unanimously. 
One  of  the  changes  most  directly  affect- 
ing every  alumna  is  the  elimination  of 
dues  and  the  beginning  of  annual  giving. 

As  long  ago  as  February,  1961,  leaders 
in  the  Association  were  discussing  the 
need  for  changes  for  the  following  rea- 
sons— we  have  grown  significantly  in 
the  last  few  years;  our  objectives  have 
been  larger  and  broader  and  some  of 
them  have  been  fulfilled;  we  have  an 
Alumnae  House;  the  Endowment  Fund 
Campaign  was  successful;  we  have  a 
larger  office  staff;  and  we  have  begun 
to  contribute  funds  for  special  needs 
of  the  college. 

Yet  there  has  been  a  trend  in  the 
other  direction.   Fewer  and  fewer  alum- 
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nae  have  found  it  worthwhile  to  pay 
the  annual  dues.  Each  year  it  has  been 
necessary  to  draw  upon  our  slender  re- 
serves to  meet  operating  costs.  Our 
publication  has  been  reaching  only  one 
sixth  of  our  mailing  list  because  we 
could  not  afford  to  send  it  to  non- 
paying  alumnae. 

We  discovered  we  were  in  a  minority 
of  alumni  groups  when  we  persisted  in 
collecting  annual  dues,  as  such  a  method 
of  gathering  funds  is  considered  out- 
moded and  ineffective.  Other  alumni 
organizations  have  found  that  they 
profit  from  a  system  known  as  "annual 
giving,"  and  after  much  study,  the 
Board  of  Directors  recommended  the 
change  to  annual  giving. 

Under  this  plan  all  alumnae  are  mem- 
bers of  the  Association;  membership  is 
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not  contingent  upon  paying  dues;  and 
the  publication  is  mailed  to  the  entire 
mailing  list.  Once  a  year  members  are 
asked  to  contribute  to  the  Alumnae 
Fund  in  whatever  amount  they  desire. 
They  are  solicited  only  through  the  an- 
nual giving  drive  so  that  duplication  of 
separate  campaigns  is  eliminated.  Every 
gift  is  credited  to  the  Alumnae  Fund, 
earmarked  for  special  purposes  if  so 
desired,  thereby  showing  the  real  total 
of  alumnae  giving.  We  are  hopeful  that 
the  plan  will  encourage  repeated,  yearly 
giving  rather  than  sporadic  contri- 
butions. 

In  a  few  weeks  you  will  receive  a  form 
for  the  convenient  mailing  of  your  con- 
tribution for  1962-63.  We  believe  that  if 
you  understand  the  need,  if  you  know 
and  believe  in  our  purposes,  if  we  can 
keep  in  touch  with  you,  that  you  will  do 
the  rest.  The  success  depends  on  YOU. 


CHARTER  AMENDED 

Several  anicndiiicnts  to  tlie  Articles 
of  Incorporation  (better  known  as  the 
Charter)  were  adopted  by  the  Associa- 
tion at  the  annual  meeting  and  became 
cll'ective  when  the  State  Corporation 
Commission  approved  them  on  July  5, 
1962. 

These  amendments  provide  for  re- 
visions relating  to  the  purpose  of  the 
Association,  its  control  or  government, 
and  its  membership.  They  also  include 
a  j^aragraph  stating  that  in  the  event 
of  dissolution,  the  assets  of  the  Associa- 
tion  arc   to   be   turned   over   to   MWC. 

The  purpose  of  the  Association  is 
".  .  .  to  assist  the  college  in  the  develop- 
ment and  expansion  of  its  institutional 
program  and  facilities,  and  to  promote 
the  educational  program  of  the  college. 
The  Association   shall  aim  also  to  de- 


velop and  strengthen  the  bonds  of  in- 
terest existing  between  the  college  and 
its  alumnae  and  among  the  alumnae 
themselves." 

Control  was  previously  vested  in  the 
active  (paying)  members  and  exercised 
by  a  Board  of  Directors,  made  up  of 
national  officers,  committee  chairmen, 
and  directors  of  chapters. 

Under  the  amended  charter,  control 
is  vested  in  the  Board  of  Directors.  This 
22-member  board  is  to  be  made  up  of 
15  directors  elected  by  the  members  of 
the  Association  at  the  annual  meeting 
and  the  following  seven  persons:  the 
Chancellor,  an  appointee  of  the  Chan- 
cellor, a  faculty  advisor,  a  director  elected 
by  the  Alumnae  Council,  the  past 
chairman  of  the  Board,  a  director  elected 
by  the  Senior  Class,  and  the  Executive 
Secretary.  The  15  elected  members  serve 
three-year  terms  and  may  not  succeed 


themselves;  the  .seven  appointed  mem- 
bers serve  one  year  and  may  succeed 
themselves. 

Formerly,  only  alumnae  who  paid 
dues  were  active  members.  As  amended, 
the  charter  provides  that  any  student 
who  has  been  regularly  registered  at  the 
college  for  a  minimum  of  two  semesters, 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Association. 
Honorary  memberships  shall  be  granted 
by  the  Board  of  Directors.

BOARD  MEMBERS  RATIFY  BYLAWS 


A  new  set  of  bylaws,  based  on  the 
amended  Charter,  was  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  at  a  special  meeting 
on  June  2  and  ratified  on  July  14  at  the 
organizational  meeting  of  the  interim 
Board. 

Some  of  the  changes  in  the  structure 
and  operation  of  the  Association  are  de- 
scribed in  the  paragraphs  telling  of  the 
charter  amendments.  Other  changes 
which  are  provided  for  in  the  bylaws 
are  these:  new  officers  and  a  reassign- 
ment of  duties:  a  wider  representation 
on  the  Board  and  new  terms  of  office; 
the  establishment  of  an  Alumnae  Coun- 
cil; reduction  in  the  number  of  required 
meetings  and  greater  flexibility  in  the 
dates  of  these  meetings. 

There  are  no  longer  the  offices  of 
president,  vice-president,  historian,  and 
parliamentarian.  Instead,  the  following 
four  officers  are  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  from  the  15  directors  who  are 
elected  to  the  Board  by  the  members  of 
the  Association: 

Chairman  of  tlw  Board,  who  shall  be 
the  president  and  general  executive 
officer  of  the  Association. 

First  Vic  ('-Chair  man,  who  heads  the 
Alumnae  Fund  Committee. 

Second  Vice-Chairman,  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  Program  Committee. 

Third  Vice-Chairman,  who  is  chairman 
of  the  Alumnae  Council  Committee. 


The  duties  of  trea.surer  and  secretary  are 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  Executive 
Secretary. 

At  each  annual  meeting,  association 
members  will  elect  members  to  the 
Board  of  Directors.  A  nomination- 
election  committee  (which  is  elected), 
in  preparing  slates  of  nominees  to  the 
Board  and  in  choosing  the  candidates, 
will  give  attention  to  geographical  and 
class  distribution  so  that  wide  represen- 
tation can  be  obtained.  Five  directors 
are  to  be  elected  each  year  for  three-year 
terms,  with  the  exception  of  this  coming 
year  when  15  directors  must  be  elected. 

Members  of  the  Board  who  were 
serving  at  the  time  these  changes  were 
made  will  continue  to  serve  during  the 
interim  period.  They,  with  the  seven  ap- 
pointed members,  constitute  a  Board  of 
41  persons.  At  the  annual  meeting  next 
spring  this  interim  Board  will  be  re- 
placed by  the  22-director  board — 15 
elected  and  seven  appointed. 

Dues  have  been  replaced  by  an  annual 
giving  program  with  the  establishment 
of  the  Alumnae  Fund.  Contributions  to 
this  fund  are  to  be  solicited  annually. 
"The  Alumnae  Fund  shall  be  derived 
from  annual  contributions  of  alumnae, 
annual  contributions  of  chapters,  dona- 
tions, and  all  other  income.  After  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  Association  are  paid, 
available  funds  may  be  used  for  the 
special  needs  of  the  college  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The 


annual  contributions  of  the  members 
may  be  made  as  unrestricted  gifts  or,  if 
preferred,  the  alumna  may  designate 
how  she  wishes  her  gift  to  be  used." 

An  advisory  body  to  be  called  the 
Alumnae  Council  will  be  organized  to 
serve  as  a  forum  for  discussion  of  organi- 
zational policies,  to  submit  recommen- 
dations to  the  Board  of  Directors,  to 
coordinate  activities  of  chapters,  to  dis- 
cuss and  work  out  chapter  problems, 
and  to  further  understanding  between 
alumnae  and  the  college.  Each  chapter 
may  be  represented  on  the  Council  and 
each  chapter  delegation  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  vote.  The  Council  shall 
elect  one  person  to  serve  on  the  Board 
of  Directors.  (It  is  thought  that  the 
Council  will  meet  on  the  campus  in  the 
fall  in  place  of  the  Board  meeting  form- 
erly held  at  that  time.)  Chapters  will 
now  have  a  voice  in  the  governing  of 
the  Association  through  the  Alumnae 
Council  and  through  any  of  their  mem- 
bers who  may  be  elected  to  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

The  Board  of  Directors  is  required 
to  meet  only  once  a  year,  at  a  time  to 
be  determiried  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board.  Between  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  business  will  be  transacted  by  the 
seven-member  Executive  Committee, 
which  is  made  up  of  the  four  officers, 
the  faculty  advisor,  the  executive  secre- 
tary, and  the  chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee. 
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HOMECOMING  EVENTS 

The  schedule  of  events  at  Home- 
coming on  June  2  followed  a  familiar 
])attern — Saturday  morning  the  annual 
meeting,  followed  by  the  banquet  lunch- 
eon; in  the  afternoon  the  alumnae 
college  and  class  reunions;  in  the 
evening  a  buffet  supper  at  Brompton 
and  open  house  at  Spotswood. 

An  attendance  of  60  at  the  annual 
meeting,  larger  than  usual,  indicated 
interest  in  the  proposed  charter  amend- 
ments which  were  approved  at  this 
meeting.  Since  it  was  permissible  for 
the  present  officers  to  continue  in  office 
until  the  organization  of  the  new  Board 
on  July  14.  no  election  was  held  at  this 
time. 

At  noon,  Seacobeck  Dome  room  could 
not  accommodate  the  crowd  of  alumnae, 
faculty,  and  students  waiting  for  the 
buffet  lines.  Many  waited  on  the  gal- 
lery and  lawn. 

Miss  Clara  Boyd  Wheeler  '31,  execu- 
tive director  of  the  Newport  News 
YVVCA,  was  luncheon  speaker.  Having 
served  three  and  a  half  years  as  advisor 
for  women's  education  in  Ethiopia  and 
nine  years  as  American  consultant  to 
the  YWCA  in  Greece,  Miss  Wheeler 
was  able  to  speak  with  authority  on  the 
increasingly  important  part  that  the 
education  of  women  is  assuming  in 
world  affairs. 

Following  the  luncheon.  Alumnae 
College,  consisting  of  two  sections,  met 
in  DuPont.  Modern  Foreign  Languages 
was  conducted  by  Mrs.  Mildred  Boiling, 
who  was  assisted  by  Miss  Carmen 
Rivera,  Miss  Mary  Ellen  Stephenson, 
Miss  Lia  Beretta,  Miss  Mary  Lou  Mor- 
ris, and  Mr.  Jo.seph  Bozicevic.  The 
other  section,  Education  Today,  was  a 
seminar  led  by  Dr.  Edward  Alvey,  Jr., 
Mrs.  Paul  Hook,  and  Mr.  A.  Ray 
Merchent. 

The  language  section  met  in  the 
language  laboratory  for  a  demonstration 
of  the  lab  facilities  and  then  heard  the 
five  faculty  members  talk  on  a  number 
of  subjects:  modern  trends  in  teaching 
foreign  languages;  comments  on  con- 
temporary French,  Spanish,  Italian,  and 
Russian  literature;  the  visits  of  foreign 
diplomats  to  MWC;  and  foreign  films 
and  exhibits  shown  at  the  college  from 
time  to  time. 

Alumnae  interested  in  education  met 
in  DuPont  theater  to  hear  the  three- 
member  panel  discuss  informally  the 
various  teaching  methods,  among  them 
the  Amidon  method  introduced  in  D.  C. 
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The  use  of  teaching  machines  and  the 
study  of  foreign  languages  in  elementary 
grades  were  also  considered,  with  ideas 
being  exchanged  freely  between  panelists 
and  "alumnae  students." 

Other  afternoon  activities  included 
class  reunions,  viewing  exhibits,  and 
general  '"get-togethers."  Dr.  Carrol 
Quenzel  presented,  in  the  library,  an  ex- 
hibit of  Alumnae  publications,  and  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Van  Winckel  invited  alumnae 
to  an  exhibit  of  Student  Art  in  DuPont. 

In  the  evening,  at  Brompton,  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Simpson  welcomed  a  large  crowd 
of  Seniors  and  their  families,  faculty, 
alumnae,  and  townspeople  to  a  buffet 
supper  on  the  lawn.  In  the  receiving 
line  with  the  Simpsons  were  Judge  and 
Mrs.  Albert  V.  Bryan.  Judge  Bryan, 
who  was  speaker  at  the  commencement 
exercises  on  Sunday,  is  a  Federal  judge 
and  rector  of  the  UVa. 

The  last  scheduled  event  of  the  day, 
Open  House  at  Spotswood,  was  a  suc- 
cess despite  the  fact  that  the  fuses  blew, 
refreshments  ran  out  far  too  early  (many 
more  came  than  were  expected),  and  it 
rained  hard. 

BOARD  ELECTS 
OFFICERS 

On  July  14,  1962,  twenty-three  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Directors  met  at 
Spotswood  to  elect  officers  and  com- 
plete the  organizational  work  required 
by  the  new  bylaws. 

Miss  Kathleen  Goodloe,  continuing  to 
serve  as  president  until  the  election  of 
the  new  officers,  presided.  The  bylaws 
were  reratified  to  meet  legal  require- 
ments and  the  following  officers  were 
elected:

Elected  to  the  Nomination-Election

George,  for  two  years ;  and  Rachel  Xickey 
Morgenthaler,  Baltimore.  Md.,  for  three 
years. 

Following  the  elections  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board,  Mrs.  Patrick,  made 
the  following  appointments:  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  to 
the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  University 
of  Virginia,  Eloise  Strader,  of  Win- 
chester; Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, Peggy  Kelley  Reinburg,  of  Rich- 
mond. Serving  with  Mrs.  Reinburg  are 
Lavinia  Ash  Stuart,  of  Washington, 
D.  C.  and  Sarah  Herring  Estes,  of 
Spotsylvania. 

Chancellor  Simpson,  a  member  of  the 
Board  and  present  at  the  meeting,  was 
invited  to  speak.  Dr.  Simpson  spoke  of 
the  significance  of  a  college  official's 
becoming  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Alumnae  Association 
and  an  active  participant  in  the  alum- 
nae program. 

After  the  Board  meeting  adjourned, 
the  new  executive  committee  met  to 
work  out  plans  for  the  coming  year.  At 
the  start  of  the  meeting  Mrs.  Mary  An- 
nette Klinesmith  Kelly  announced  that 
she  must  resign  as  faculty  advisor  be- 
cause of  a  busy  schedule  this  coming 
year.  Mrs.  Kelly,  who  has  held  this 
position  for  a  number  of  years,  also 
stated  that  she  feels  it  is  inadvisable  for 
one  person  to  remain  in  office  for  an  ex- 
tended period.  After  efforts  to  persuade 
her  to  reconsider  failed,  the  committee 
regretfully  accepted  Mrs.  Kelly's  resigna- 
tion on  the  condition  that  she  continue 
as  faculty  advisor  until  her  successor  is 
chosen  later  this  year. 

Preliminary  work  was  planned  for 
the  annual  giving  campaign  which  will 
begin  this  fall.  Mrs.  Brown,  Chairman 
of  the  Alumnae  Fund  Committee,  was 
asked  to  consult  with  the  college  ad- 
ministration on  choosing  the  objectives 
of  this  year's  campaign. 

Miss  Goodloe,  Chairman  of  the  Alum- 
nae Council  Committee,  was  authorized 
to  arrange  for  a  meeting  of  the  Alum- 
nae Council  to  be  held  at  MWC  some 
time  this  fall,  probably  late  October. 
The  Council,  made  up  of  delegations 
from  chapters,  will  then  organize  and 
plan  its  program.
